Chicago, Aug. 17.—Chicago's vast 


army of unionists, representing every 
nationality and trade, is ready for a 
sympathetic strike should such a step 
be necessary to win the battle for the 
telegraphers. 


One hundred electricians employed 


by the drainage canal have already 
received instiuctions to quit work to- 
day and other labor bodies have un- 
der consideration similar action. 
It 


is expected that the Chicago Fedeia- 
tion of Labor, at its meeting tomorrow 
will start the ball rolling. 
The ques-- 


fcion of ordering out a certain number 
of tradesmen who are affiliated with 
the Federation, it was admitted today 
•will be the principal subject discussed. 


The strike on the drainage has been 


ordered for two reasons. First, that 
the two telegraph 
companies 
are 


negotiating a contiact for power from 
the canal; second, that the sympathies 
of the electricians for the operators 
are stronger than their desire to work 
under present conditions 


Labor leaders admitted today that 


the prospects of a general 
walk-out 


have increased with such 
alarming 


rapidity within the past few hours 
that they fear that some of the more 
radical union members may act on 
their own initiative. It is\for the pur- 
pose "of preventing unwise hasty action 
that the labor federaton will meet to- 
morrow. 


Developments, in the way of peace 


negotiations are expected today by the 


*4ying trip to the east of Commissioner 


of Labor Neill and President Gompers 
ef the American Federation of Labor 
In the meantime the strategy board 
composed of Messrs. Small, 
Russell, 


Quick and Perham are going ahead 
today with their plans for a test of 
strength between the telegraphers and 
the telegraph companies. Commission- 
er Neill will explain the Chicago situ- 
ation to President Roosevelt today and 
at the same time Gompers will confer 
•with the executive board of the Na 
tional labor organization. As a result 
of these two important conferences it 
is expected that a board will soon be 
appointed to discuss settlement terms.

effective Aug. 1. The 19 roads refer- 
red to observe the rules only in part, 
applying them to their interstate com- 
merce business, birt refusing to ap- 
ply them to their mtrastate business, 
•while the commission is insisting upon 
Its application to all business of what- 
ever kind or character. 


It was decided to be.sin legal pro- 


ceedings against the delinquent com- 
panies. A circular letter, explaining the

HE Craddocks had gone earlier 


than usual to their summer 
borne, Eagle Cliff, on Lookout 
mountain, 2,000 feet above 


Uu» sea level. 


The broad gauge railroad had not 


y«t begun its regular summer schedule 
upon the circuitous track by which the 
heights are reached, passengers being 


by cable cars and a narrow gauge 
road, 
which, skirt the precipitous 


mountain under the Point and over- 
looks Moccasin Bend, which is out- 
lined by the winding Tennessee. 


Seated at an open window on a 


bright May morning Mrs. Craddock 
could see her three little boys, Neil, 
Wallace and Stuart, aged ten, seven 
and two, in the order named, playing 
In an empty coal car that stood near 
the house on the track of the broad 
gauge railroad.

Ancient Theaters of Greece. 


In the early Grecian theaters no ad- 


mission was demanded of persons at- 
tending the performances. The thea- 
ter was built at public expense, and 
consequently every one was entitled 
to free admission. As a natural con- 
sequence such a multitude visited it 
that often serious quarrels arose in 
the rush for seats, and many were in- 
jured. 
This led to the passage of a 


law fixing the admission fee at 1 
drachma (about 19 cents) a person. Of 
course there were thousands of the 
poorer classes who were unable to 
pay this amount and were thus de- 
barred from indulging in their favorite 
amusement. 


It was not long before the obnoxious 


law was repealed and the fee reduced 
to 2 oboii (4 cents). 
In addition to 


this, it was enacted that this amount 
should be furnished to every applicant 
from the public funds. 


There were three or four perform- 


ances during the day, separated at 
rbort intervals. 
In order to secure 


the best seats thousands repaired to 
the theater at dawn, the play begin- 
ning at a verv eariy hour.

(Union of America, had' but little 
effect in this city, as the strike had 
teen unofficially under way five days 
and nearly every member of the union 
had already deserted his or her wire. 
This was true of Chicago, Boston, 
Washington and other 
big centers, 


•where local officials of the union form- 
ally declared the strike. A large num- 
ber of union telegraphers in smaller 
cities and towns obeyed the order, and 
ty walking out added to the crippled 
condition of the telegraph service. 


In official statements issued from 


Jocal strike headquarters it was de- 
clared that the business of the compa- 
nies remains sadly crippled; that the 
mails and express companies are being 
freely used to transmit 
messages, 


charging full 
telegraphic rates, and 


that the optimistic statements from 
the company officials are not true. 
Opposed to this is the statement of 
Superintendent Brooks of the Western 
Union. "We are running like a mill- 
race and cosider the strike matter 
closed. I have heard nothing of tear- 
ing down of the Western Union signs 
in up-state towns. We are 
rapidly 


straightening out Sinks in the service." 
From the Postal spokesman, Vice 
President E. J. Nally, comes this state- 
ment: "I believe that the backbone of 
the strike is already broken. President 
Small's action has been discounted by 
the call heretofore Issued, which took 
out practically all of the union men 
vho would go. Conditions are im- 
proving In all of our centers, especially 
In the south, where the men are com- 
ing back rapidly."

Labor Leaders Meet. 


Chicago, Aug. 17.—Xo progress was 


made by the labor leaders who inter- 
vened to bring about a settlement of 
the telegraphers' strike through arbi- 
tration. President Small of the teleg- 
raphers' 
organization met Samuel 


Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor and Labor Commissioner 
Neill, but said that it was only in a 
social way and that it was too early 
to talk of arbitration. Despite the 
general strike order, both telegraph 
companies, it is said, were able to han- 
dle business with greater promptness 
than at any time since the strike. 
.Any just proposition of arbitration, 
It ia said, will be accepted by the strik- 
ing telegraphers. President Small so 
stated to the press. "The commercial 
telegraphers are striking for their just 
rights," declared President Small. "We 
are not seeking revenge or to incon- 
venience the public. Whenever we 
can gain our end by arbitration we will 
J>e glad to accept it. We will be willing 
at any time to listent to proposals 
from fair and honest men, but we wili 
never be willing to accept President 
dowry's buncombe labeled 'arbitra 
tion.' We have tasted of that in the 
past. The strikers are not blind to 
the actual conditions. 
They realize 


the hardships that are before them 
Tbut they have the courage, and the 
jnemories of the indignities and injus 
tices heaped upon them in the pas 
iwill steel them to make a good fight.'"

GROWING CROPS 


Show Further Good Progress and Fall 


Trade Expands. 


New York, Aug. 17 — Bradstreet's 


trade review says: Growing crops 
show further progress toward harvest, 
and fall trade tends to expand at lead- 
ing western and easting jobbing cen- 
ters.

NEW YORK MAN COMPLAINANT 


Claims, the .Defendant Company Itf 


Converting the Earnings and Sur- 
plus of the Smaller Lines to Exag- 
gerate the Earnings Of the Alton* 
Substance of Unique Complaint. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—The Chicago 


& Alton Railroad company is charged 
with having practically 
confiscated 


three other railroads, which now form 
part of the Chicago & Alton system, 
in a unique complaint filed with the 
interstate commerce commission. 


The complainant in the case is John 


B. Manning of Xew York city, a minor- 
ity stockholder in the Louisiana & 
Missouri River railroad, and the de- 
fendants are the Chicago & Alton and 
the Louisiana & Missouri River "roads. 
Manning alleges that he holds 123 
shares of the common and 51 shares 
of the preferred stock of the Louisiana 
& Missouri River road, and that with 
the exception of 313 shares of the com- 
mon and 167 shares of the preferred 
stock, the Chicago & Alton owns the 
entire capital stock of the road, whid* 
amounts to 51,010 000 of preferred and 
$2,312,700 of common stock. He as- 
serts that after the Chicago & Alton 
had acquired this stock, it "entered 
into a pretended lease with itself," by; 
which it "pretended to lease to itself 
the 101 miles of railroad and equip- 
ment owned by the Louisiana & Mis- 
souri River Railroad company, at K 
price and upon terms which practical- 
ly confiscated and destroyed the prop* 
erty rights and values of your pefl* 
tioner." 


It is alleged that the only compensa- 


tion paid for the property by the" Chi- 
cago & Alton is $23,000 a year Inter- 
est; that the Chicago & Alton is con- 
verting the earnings and surplus of 
the smaller road "to exaggerate and 
show up the earnings of the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad company," and that 
the complainant has been denied ac- 
cess to the books of the roads in order? 
that • he might protect hia interests. 
He therefore asks the commission, to 
obtain an-aeeeanting of t&eHbotdshuia 
& Missouri River road since 1891 and 
to afford him such relief as may bq 
just and equitable. 


root In Financial "Stress. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 17. —• Presi- 


dent W. H. Whiteside of the Allis- 
Chalmers company issued a statement 
denying absolutely that his company 
is in financial difficulties.

GETTING READY TO SELL 


Valley City, N. D., and Souderton, Pa., 


Tired 
of Their 
Electric Lighting 


Plants. 
Valley City, N. D., has decided by a 


vote of nearly three to one to sell its 
electric light plant, every ward in the 
city voting in favor of the sale. In 
explaining the cause of this action a 
local banker writes that,' like most 
such enterprises, the Valley City plant 
"has become a burden to the city" and 
has been furnishing poor lights for tha 
past two years. For this reason and 
because of Increasing prices many 
have deserted the service. 


The dissatisfaction with the service 


has been growing a long time. Two 
attempts were made to dispose of it 
three years ago. The first bids were re- 
jected as being too low. The next bid, 
accepted by the council, was not In 
accordance with the specifications, and 
another bidder secured an injunction 
restraining the sale. Many business 
houses have installed private gasoline 
lighting systems of their own. 


According to the Electrical World, 


the town council of Souderton, Pa., ia 
considering the proposition of aban- 
doning the borough electric light plant 
and purchasing electricity to operate 
the borough lighting system, the West 
Telford Electric company having offer- 
ed to furnish electric energy at a low- 
er price than the borough can manu 
facture it 


Why Committee Reported Adversely, 
An unfavorable report on municipal 


ownership was made to the city council 
of Kaukauna, Wis., by an aldermanic 
committee that visited Bellefontaine, 
Columbus, Richmond, Reeseville and 
Evansville. Alderman Martin said the 
lighting plant at Bellefontaine cost 
$73,000; that the city owes $322,000 
bonded debts and has a tax rate of 4 
per cent. The city owns waterworks, 
gas and electric lighting plants, con- 
ducts extensive improvements and pays 
I(s public officials high salaries for 
tending the plants. 


Alderman Martin further says that in 


other cities, hi the effort to make a 
good showing, plants are allowed to 
run down until the amount they are 
bonded for would not be covered by 
the present value of the property.—Mu- 
nicipal Journal and Engineer.

,Of all diets, fruit is one of the most 


healthful. 
Yet about this time of the 


year, among the widely prevalent com- 
plaints are those due to eating unripe 
or over-ripe fruit or to over-indulg- 
ence in ripe and perfectly sound fruit 


It is rather hard to say in many 


cases, just what causes the trouble 
But the chances, are that it is no1 
the fruit -itself that Is responsible, but 
the stomach of the patient. 


What is meant is this: It has been 


noticed by observers that persons ac- 
customed to eating large quantities of 
fruit all the year 'round, rarely develop 
any bowel or stomach troubles in the 
summer. 
The sufferers are mostlj 


people who do not eat fruit habit- 
ually, and who become 
fruit-eaters 


only in the summer season when our 
own northern 
fruits are ripe and 


tempting. 


The action of fruit on the bowels

and scour the inner walls of the in- 
testines free of certain bacelli and mi- 
crobes that infest them.

Take out the wooden bark, 
wipe off the silvered side quickly and 
carefully with a cloth wrung out of 
warm water. Be sure to wring it dry, 
and follow it with a patting from a 
soft hot towel. 


If there are scratches, paint them 


over with the very best silver paint, 
cover, and leave to dry. Or the scratch 
may 
be backed with 
a^ square of 


silver, or tin-foil, with a drop of white 
glue at each corner to hold it in 
place. With blurs, mark them out so 
as to give a clean outline, wet the 
blurred silver with alcohol, and after 
a little scrape it off. 
Then either paint 


the clear spot or back it with foil. 
The foil must be something, bigger— 
big- enough to be g-lued to sound sil- 
vering-, as the glue will show through 
the glass.

Smart and simple are the latest styles in play clothes for 


little folks, and plainer than ever. 
Comfort is the Hrst con- 


sideration In the dressing of children, and It Is the plain frock 
cut on simple lines and of good material, that Is to be found 
oftener than any other in the wardrobe of the tots. Delicately 
colored lawns, Swisses and fine blue and white or pink and 
white check is used a great deal, and will be for fall, but for 
the little maid of four or five years, nothing Is sweeter or 
prettier than pure white. Dainty simplicity characterizes the 
little frocks shown In design No. 5725. It Is shaped by shoulder 
and under-arm seams, and is gathered at the neck edge In 
front and back. 
Frills of narrow Valenciennes lace afford a 


pretty finish for the neck, and full bishop sleeves, and a band 
of Insertion to match is laid In above the deep hem. Nainsook, 
cambric, lawn, linen and dimity are generally used, and a fine 
quality of English long cloth may also be employed. The two- 
year size will require two yards of 36-inch material.

The simple little frocks hanging straight from the shoulders 


are always appropriate for young children, and they are so 


simple to make. A very dainty model of this kind is shown 
In design No. 5721. It is made of white dimity, narrow edging 
being used for trimming the collar and sleeves. Linen, nain- 
sook, French gingham, chambray and China silk are all suit- 
able for reproduction. For a child of three years, 3 yards of 
36-Inch material will be required. 


Child'* Dress. No. 6721. Sixes for 1, 2, 8, 4 and 5 Team. 
Design No. 5622 shows a set consisting of two practical little 


garments which will prove Invaluable during the many months ' 
when so much of the children's time Is spent out of doors. They 
may be worn by either girls or boys, and their simplicity will 
be appreciated at once by all mothers. For morning wear, a 
suit of this kind would be Ideal, especially If made of denim, 
as it would stand the most strenuous wear and tear. The little 
bloomers are of the most excellent shaping and quite full at the 
knee, where they are held In place by an elastic Inserted in a 
casing, or they may be gathered Into a band and buttoned at 
the knee. 
Linen, gingham, denim, and Holland are all sug- 


gested. 
The medium size will require Z'/, yards of 36-inch 


material for the apron, and \yt yards for the bloomers.

The little romper suit comes as near solving the problem of 


comfortable dressing for the tots as any garment yet devised.

The bloomers portion Is cut circular and - Is 


full enough to allow perfrect freedom of limb. The fulness at 
the knee is regulated by a tape or an elastic, or It may be 
gathered Into a band. 
Gingham, denim, Holland and percale 


are all good materials to use In 'the making of these garments. 
For a child of 5 years, ift yards of 3$-inch material will be 
required.
